With 
March ncew-car registrations total- 
ing 2,283 units, as compared with 
1441 in February and 1,449 in 
March a year ago, increases of 
58.4 and 57.5 per cent., respective- 
ly, distributors and dealers are 
confident of a record spring busi- 
ness. 


Adding to the gratifying condition 
is the report on used car sales, which 
shows a total of 6.292 in March, as 
compared with 4,160 in February 
and 5,093 in March, 1928, 
of 51 and 23.5 per cent., respectively 

While Ford accounted for approx- 
imately 37 per cent. of the last 
month's total, dealers in every type 
of car participated in the unusually 
good business 

Evidence that forecasts for a 
record spring were not misplaced 
is indicated in the fact that stead- 
ily growing registrations are re- 
vealed in the business for the first 
three working days this month as 
compared with the first three 
days in March. In that period 
this month 355 new and 970 used 
cars were registered as against 

260 and 664, respectively, a year 

ago, an increase of 36.5 per cent. 

in new car sales and 43.3 per cent. 
in used vehicles. 

Mild weather on 
bordering on summer temperatures 
aided materially in bringing ou‘ 
early buyers, though much bad 
weather throughout March neces- 
Sarily had a depressing effect on 
the total. Dealers generally do not 
attribute the exceptionally goog de- 
mand to an early spring.

What are the factors that do 
control and govern oil performance 
and engines? Factors governing 
oil performance as I see them, are 
viscosity, or body and character, as 
represented by the item on the 
screen: (Slide) Oiliness; gumming 
tendencies; oxidation rate; evapora- 
tion rate; carbonizing tendencies, 
and consistency at low tempera- 
tures.

1928 Report Reveals Bus Profits

Newark, WN. J., April 9.—Buses, 
once regarded by Public Service 
officials as a passing public fancy, 
yielded, for the first time in 1928, 
more revenue to Public Service 
Co-ordinated Transport than did 
trolley cars, according te Vice- 
president Boylan, in charge of 
transportation.

Columbus Jobber Business
